ANOTHER TRIUMPH 


The Alberta wheat pool has scored 
a ‘decided triumph in signing up the 
large acreage controlled by the 
George Lane estate. When the pool 
was being organized its opponents de- 
clared that it might be all right for 
the small farmer but not for the man 
who farmed on a-big scale, The pool’s 
success has inspired the confidence of 
the large-scale wheat grower as well 
as that of his smaller neighbor. The 
Board of Directors of the wheat pool 
has wisely surrounded itself with 
capable, experienced grain men for 
the actual handling of the wheat, and 
with men of equal standing as man- 
agers. The financial, sales and ele- 
Vator departments are in their spe- 
cial lines, and Alberta farmers know 
that they can trust their wheat to 
these men and receive for it the best 
Possible return. One by one the at- 
tacks of those who resisted the forma- 
tion of the wheat pool have been an- 
swered, until now the detractors of 
co-operative wheat selling are prac- 
tically silenced. The constantly in- 
treasing confidence reposed in the 
pool should be the greatest incentive 
to those administering it to give to 
contract-holders their most effective 
Service.

Manufacture of twine and cordage 
products from Canadian grown hemp 
is being successfully demonstrated in 
Manitoba, Between 400 and 500 
acres of hemp in the Portage la 
Prairie district are at present being 
harvested. The hemp has been grown 
as a result of the activities of the 
Manitoba Cordage Company and is 
required as the basic material from 
which the company will manufacture 
twine and kindred products.
